B.  Nature  of  the  District 


I 


The  district  is  mainly  rural  in  character  with  an  urbanised 
area  in  Gillingham,  The  principal  industries  and  trades  of  the 
district  are  of  a  mixed  nature  which  includes  brewing,  glue  and. 
fertilizer  mixing,  brick  making,  timber  works,  glove  manufacturing 
and  the  production  of  dried  milk  products.  There  are  two  large 
bacon  factories  in  the  district  and  also  The  National  Stud. 

Climatic  Conditions. 

The  total  rainfall  recorded  at  The  Malt  House,  Gillingham, 
during  the  year  amounted  to  28.11  inches.  Rain  or  snow  fell  on 
138  days  during  the  year,  the  greatest  fall  during  24  hours 
being  on  July  13th  when  the  amount  was  1.38  inches.  On  two 
further  occasions  during  the  year  one  inch  or  more  of  rain  fell 
in  Gillingham  in  24  hours;  1.36  inches,  which  was  in  the  form  of 
snow,  fell  on  January  13th  and  1.30  inches  on  December  29th.  In 
spite  of  all  this,  the  rainfall  for  the  year  was  nearly  five 
inches  below  the  average  for  this  part  of  the  Country.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  on  July  18th  which  was  the  day  of  the 
great  floods  in  the  Weymouth  district,  the  recorded  rainfall  in 
Gillingham  was  only  ,78  inches.

Prom  the  above,  it  will  be  noticed  that  December  was  the 
wettest  month  of  the  year  and  April  the  driest.  Actually,  during 
April  rain  fell  on  ten  days,  whereas  in  July  all  the  rain  fell  on 
four  days.  Therefore,  although  April  registered  the  lowest 
monthly  rainfall  for  the  year,  both  July  and  August  were  drier 
months.  Unlike  1954,  the  summer  was  warm  and  dry  with  the 
temperature  in  the  eighties  on  several  occasions. 


C.  Personal  Health  Services  in  the  District. 

The  personal  health  services,  including  the  ambulance 
service,  continued  to  be  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  I  do 
not  consider  any  comments  are  called  for  in  respect  of  these  services. 

The  Laboratory  Services  have  proved  in  all  respects  most 
helpful  and  satisfactory.

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The  effect  of  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  toward  the  end  of  1954  was  reflected  in  the  increased 
amount  of  house  inspections  and  routine  sanitary  supervision 
carried  out  during  the  year  as  compared  with  that  of  recent  years. 


2.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

(a)  Quantity.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that,  in  spite  of 
a  long  dry  period  during  the  summer  and  autumn,  supplies  were 
maintained  and  no  serious  shortages  of  water  were  complained  of 
although  the  comprehensive  post-war  Water  scheme  has  not  yet  been 
fully  developed. 

(b)  Quality.  The  bacteriological  and  chemical  quality  of 
the  principal  supplies  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year.

Work  continued  on  the  head  works  of  the  new  Stubhampton  source 
of  supply.  The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  protection  of  the  source  of 
this  supply  was  completed  but,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  cottage 
adjacent  to  the  new  borehole  had  not  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  400,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Hill  Farm,  Iwerne  Minster,  has 
been  put  into  service,  mainly  to  supply  the  high  level  localities 
aroung  Tower  Hill,  Iwerne  Minster,  the  reservoir  having  been  filled 
from  the  Council’s  pumped  supply  on  the  Higher  Blandford  Road. 


At  the  joint  works  at  Mere,  the  pumping  plant  has  been 
installed  in  the  newly  erected  pumphouse  and  the  works  have  been 
in  full  commission,  putting  the  northern  part  of  the  district  in 
a  very  safe  position  in  relation  to  water  that  can  be  pumped  from 
the  source  into  the  reservoir  at  Mere.

3.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 


No  new  major  works  have  been  commenced  or  carried  out  during 
the  year.  The  scheme  for  Gillingham  was  still  in  the  course  of 
preparation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Continued  supervision  of  the  council  house  septic  tanks  was 
maintained  and  a  number  of  improvements  effected  to  some  of  the 
tanks  during  the  year. 


4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(a)  House  Refuse  and  Salvage.  The  service  for  the  collection 
of  house  refuse  and  salvage  has  remained  the  same  as  in  the 
preceding  years.  A  weekly  collection  is  made  in  Gillingham  and  a 
monthly  collection  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

The  quantity  of  salvage 

collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  99  tons.  10  cwts.  compared 
with  84  tons.  1  cwt.  in  the  preceding  year.  The  income  received 
from  the  sale  of  the  salvage  amounted  to  £818,  4s.  Od  compared 
with  £532.  2s.  5d.  in  the  preceding  year. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying.  No  cesspool  emptying  is  undertaken 
by  the  Council. 


5.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION.

In  accordance  with  Section  1  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act  1954,  the  required  return  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  the 
Council’s  proposals  with  regard  to  slum  clearance.  This  return 
showed,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  the  estimated  number  of 
unfit  houses  (requiring  to  be  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act  1936  or  by  clearance)  was  372  and  that  the  Council 
proposed  to  deal  with  these  houses  within  the  next  five  shears.

The  appointment  of  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  enabled 
a  larger  number  of  food  premises  to  be  inspected  during  the  year 
than  had  been  the  case  in  recent  years. 


Pood  Inspection. 

Slaughterhouses.  Pour  licensed  slaughterhouses  were  in 
operation  during  the  year,  three  of  which  were  in  connection  with 
bacon  factories,  the  remaining  one  being  an  abattoir  dealing  with 
calves,  sheep  and  lambs  from  which  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
carcases  are  supplied  to  retail  butchers  for  local  consumption. 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  the  total  number  of 
animals  slaughtered. 

Following  the  receipt  of  complaints  from  local  authorities 
into  whose  areas  unsound  meat  had  found  its  way  from  slaughterhouses 
within  your  district,  serious  consideration  was  given  to  the  system 
of  meat  inspection  provided  by  the  Council  at  these  slaughterhouses. 
It  became  clearly  apparent  that  to  provide  an  adequate  meat 
inspection  service  at  the  three  bacon  factories  and  an  abattoir 
would  necessitate  the  appointment  of  additional  staff  equivalent 
to  that  of  three  whole  time  meat  inspectors.  The  cost  which  would 
be  incurred  to  the  ratepayers  was  considered  prohibitive  and,  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  negotiations  were  in  progress  to  ascertain 
to  what  extent  the  bacon  factories  and  abattoir  were  prepared  to 
meet  the  additional  cost  of  an  improved  meat  inspection  service* 

Where  most  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  a  district  are 
used  for  local  consumption,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect  the 
inspection  of  these  carcases  for  fitness  for  consumption  to  be 
a  charge  on  the  local  ratepayer.  When,  however,  only  a  small 
percentage  of  the  meat  produced  in  the  district  is  for  local 
consumption,  the  greater  proportion  being  exported  to  the  London 
and  other  markets,  then  such  a  charge  on  the  local  ratepayer  is 
totally  inequitable  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  impending 
food  and  drugs  legislation  will  remedy  this  anomaly.
